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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

In the Declaration filed January 8, 2009, applicants have shown that the 
trimerization processes in the presence of the catalyst of the instant claims exemplified 
in Examples 2-14 disclosed in the specification provide much improved activities 
compared to the activities of those processes disclosed in Examples 1 ,3-4 and 7-1 1 of 
Dixon et al. (US 2005/01 1 951 6 A1 ). The dramatic increase of activities of the claimed 
process is unexpected and critical; therefore, the trimerization process of the instant 
claims is deemed to be novel and nonobvious over Dixon and the instant claims are in 
the condition for allowance.
